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Beef Grading Conference 

There is a growing consensus that beef grading 
standards should be modified—in order to make beef more 
competitive with other foods and to give cattlemen a better 
opportunity to earn a profit. However, there are different 
proposals as to how beef might be graded and processed in 

the future. , _ 

This situation was pointed out recently by uene 
Schroeder, chairman of the National Cattlemen's Assn. 
Grading Committee, as he called attention to a National 
Beef Grading Conference coming up in January. 

The conference will be held Jan. 6-8 at Iowa State 
University, Ames. The conference will be sponsored jointly 
by ISU, NCA, the Iowa Cattlemen's Aasn. and the Iowa 
Beef Industry Council. 

Some 60 speakers—representing cattlemen, scientists, 
consumers, government and the processing and retailing 
industries—will be on the program. All aspects of the 
grading question will be covered. Other subjects will 
include trends in cattle production, competitive meat 
merchandising, changes in cattle genetics and new meat 
technologies. 

Schroeder cited demands for leader beef and also noted 
the cost of producing beef under the present standards. "If 
we’re going to compote,' 1 he said, "we're going to have to 
be more officiant and also produce a product more 
acceptable to more consumers. 

NCA officials strongly urge members and leaders of the 
cattle industry to attend the conference in January.

The burdensome 
supplies are the result of 
weekly kill levels that have 
averaged 670,000 head the 
last few weekB, compared 
with less than 600,000 in the 
Spring. Retail marketing 
channels are being clogged, 
because of the influx of cow 
beef in the mix of total beef.

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Retail beef prices will 
increase an average of 10% 
in 1981 compared with 1980 
prices, the National Cattle¬ 
men's Assn, has an¬ 
nounced. 

Most of the price increase 
will occur in the spring 
when total meat production 
will be decreasing seasonal¬ 
ly, the NCA said. Beef 
supplies and prices are 
expected to be fairly stable 
during the rest of the yenr, 
the NCA said, with total 
beef production for 1981 up 
about one percent from 
1980. 

Pork production in 1981 
will be down slightly from 

1980, the NCA said, and will 
contribute to higher pork 
and beef prices. The 
association said poulLry 
production will be up in 

1981, but total meat 
production for Lhe year will 
be down slightly. 

NCA President Merlyn 
Carlson said that basic 
inflation will be responsible 
for much of the expected 
retail price increase. He 
noted that average prices 
received by cattle feeders in 
1980 are slightly less than a 
year ago, although nvorage 
retail beef prices are up five 


percent from 1979, which is 
considerably loss than tho 
overall inflation rate. Up¬ 
ward pressure on retail 
prices has also conic from 
increased processing and 
distribution costs this year, 
he said. 

Beef price increases have 
been limited this yonr 
because of increased total 
supplies of meal, the NCA 
said. 

The USDA has estimated 
1981 heef prices would be 
up 10 to 15% from this 
year's expected $2.40 pot- 
pound average. Tho USDA 
also projected 1981 pork 
prices would be up about 
25% front 1980 levels. 

Carlson noted that total 
cattle numbers have been 
cyclically low tho past two 
years. Hising energy costs, 
Interest rates, feed and 
other production costs, 
coupled with decreased 
demand because of large 
pork supplies, have finan¬ 
cially squeezed cattle pro¬ 
ducers for more than a year, 
the NCA said. The result 
may bo delayed herd 
expansion, Carlson said, 
and lower beef supplies 
than is generally expected 
in the years ahead. 


Fever threat cause

Rift Valloy Fever is n 
deadly Afrlcun viral dts- 
cose, transmitted by in- 
socts, which until n fow 
years ago was confined to a 
small section of Konya. For 
some .reason tho virus 
began moving several years 
ago and has been con firmed 
in Egypt. A number -of- 
scientists feel it Is only a 
matter of time before th© 
fever reaches North 
America.

Rural communities who 
wish to reduce their utility 
hills by building or reacti¬ 
vating small hydroelectric 
generating facilities may 
gel a boost from a new 
federal program announced 
by the White House. Under 
the program. Farmers 
Home Administration 
(FmHA} low interest loans 
will be made available for 
hydroelectric projects. 
FmHA is a credit agency of 
the USDA. 

The program will help 
small rural communities,

many of which operate their 
own generating facilities, 
stabilize their electricity 
costs and reduce depend¬ 
ency upon fossil fuels. 

The change of regulation 
specifies that loans can be 
made to: restore deactivated 
dams and hydroelectric 
generators; enlarge or 
improve existing plants; 
and construct new facilities. 

The Department of Ener¬ 
gy has identified over 3000 
small dams which were once 
used for hydroelectric 
power and are considered 


promising to re - build. 
Those in areas of less than 
10,000 population would be 
eligible for Farmers Home 
assistance under the agen¬ 
cy's community facility 
program. 

FmHA will process loan 
applications in the same 
manner as for any other 
community facility loan, 
including the determination 
that other credit is not 
available at reasonable 
rates and terms. These 
FmHA loans carry an 
interest rate of five percent 


for up to 40 - ears. 

FmHA also can finance 
connecting lines to the 
nearest practical point of an 
existing system. 

Potential loan appllcatna 
are to be public bodies, such 
os municipalities, counties 
districts, authorities or 
other subdivisions of t 
state. Nonprofit organic 
lions such as associations 
and cooperatives also 
be eligible if they have legs) 
authority to operate such 
facilities.

U.S. beef exporters must 
increase their efforts and 
marketing skills in order to 
achieve current export goals 
to GDC countries, according 
to Robert Bansback, deputy 
chief economist for the 
British Meat and Livestock 
Commission. 

"Although I am con¬ 
vinced that a market should 
be there for such a relatively 
small quantity, it will 
certainly not be an easy job, 
particularly in the relatively 
depressed (price) EEC 
market outlook for 1981," 
Bransback said at the 
annual U.S, Meat Export 
Federation seminar held 
recently in Chicago. 


The U-K., West Germany 
and Italy together currently 
import nearly 1.0 million 
Lons of beef and veal from 
all sources annually, reports 
CNS, and Bransback fore¬ 
cast the three countries 
probably will increase their 
import requirements 
in the early 1980s, 

"ltdoes, therefore, seem 
sensible to suggest that 
these countries may well be 
the major outlet for U.S. 
beef in the 1980s," he 
said. 

He also said he expects •

Many country crimes unreported; 
statistics mask national problem 



Country crime is worse 
than law enforcement sta¬ 
tistics reveal because of 
"massive underreporting" 
of the crimes. 

A study just completed of 
four Missouri counties 
showed nearly one-fourth of 
the households sampled 
had been crime victims 
during the year preceding 
the study. Some 16% of 
the 411 households sur¬ 
veyed ' had experienced 
.theft; eight percent vandal¬ 
ism, 

Of > those victimized by 
theft, only 87 % reported the 
thefts. 

According to the Univer¬ 
sity of hdlseouri-Cplumbia 
scientists who conducted 
the study, underreporting 
of rural crime appears to be 
‘ a national problem..

USDA aims at regulation 
to govern deboned label 


The USDA will publish 
before the end of the year 
proposed regulations gov¬ 
erning the labeling of 
mechanically dehoned meat 
and poultry, a USDA official 
told CNS. 

USDA had hoped to 
finalize the proposal ear¬ 
lier this year but needed 
additional time to study its 
economic impact, according 
to Tom Grumby, associate 
administrator of USDA’s 
Food Safety and Quality 
Service. 

Grumbly said the pro¬ 
posed regulation would 
reduce the current disparity 
in labeling requirements 
between mechanically de¬ 
boned meat and mechani¬ 
cally deboned poultry. 
However, he would not 
comment on whether the 
draft version of the propos¬ 
ed regulations would elimi¬ 
nate the requirement that 
mechanically deboned meat 
labels state that the product 
contains a certain amount of 
ground bone. 

At present, USDA. has 
one set of labeling require¬ 
ment for mechanically de¬ 
boned meat and a separate 
set for mechanically debon¬ 
ed poultry. The current 
regulations stipulate that 
products containing mech¬ 
anically deboned red meat 
must be labeled "mechani¬ 
cally processed (beef or 
pork) product." The pro¬ 
duct's label also .must state 
that the product contains a 


certain amount of ground 
bone. Neither of these 
regulations apply to mech¬ 
anically deboned poultry. 


Program." 

Staffing and administra¬ 
tive coordination for the 
project will be provided by 
the Agriculture Council of 
America (ACA) as part of its 
overall program to com¬ 
municate what modern 
agriculture means to Amer¬ 
ica. Ag Day is supported by 
a broad range of companies, 
organizations and individ¬ 
uals throughout the U.S. 

The centerpiece of the 
observance will be a 
nationally coordinated com¬ 
munications program em¬ 
phasizing the "heartbeat"

Lanphier noted thaL the 
Ag Day project should 
receive a big boost from the 
passage of House Joint 
Resolution 660 which would 
officially proclaim March 
19, 1981 as the first 
"National Agriculture 
Day." The resolution has 
now passed the U.S. House 
of Representatives, and it's 
expected to pass the Senate 
and be signed by President 
Carter this fall. 

"Agriculture is the cor¬ 
nerstone of the U.S. 
economy. It needs, and 
based on its performance, 
has a right to expect, the full 


support and understanding 
of the American people," 
continued Lanphier. "It's 
essential that the American 
public understand that their 
economic future is tied 
directly to the health of our 
agricultural system. 1 '

KLA starts program for pre-conditioning

The Kansas Livestock 
Assn. (KLA) and the Kan¬ 
sas Veterinary Medical 
Assn. (KVMA) announced 
the implementation of the 
calf pre-conditioning pro¬ 
gram to help the livestock 
industry in controlling para¬ 
sites and respiratory di¬ 
sease in weaner calves. 

In a press conference at 
the recent KLA convention 
in Wichita, Leighton Fair-. 
bairn. Garden City veterin¬ 
arian and KVMA president 
and Harold Fankhauser of 
Madison, chairman of the 
cow-calf/stocker council, 
said that the cost of sick 
treatment, weight loss and 
death loss in weaner calves 
is estimoted to be about one 
to three billion dollars 
annually. 

"About 80% of the feeder 
cattle in this country come 
from herds of 60 cows or 
less. It's hard for the 
producer to appreciate the 
care and processing these 
calves need to get to be 
properly Immunized for the 
diseases they'll be exposed 
to in the 1 marketing pro- 
ceBB,” according to Fair- 
bairn. 

The program will consist 


of mandatory immunization 
procedures at four months 
of age, and at least two 
weeks before selling, of 
Clostridial immunization 
and IBR, Pl3 immunization. 
Optional immunization pro¬ 
cedures will include BVD, 
Pasteurella, Seven-way 
Clostridial, Lepto, Vitamin 
A, Haemophilus Somnous. 
Other aspects of the 
program will include inter¬ 
nal and external parasite 
control, weaning and bunk 
adjustments to reduce 
stress. 

Each pre-conditioned calf 
will be identified by a 
special numbered ear tag 
the last time through the 
chute. In addition, each 
group of calves will be 
accompanied by a certifi¬ 
cate recording the lag 
numbers, signed by the 
producer and the vet who 
supervised producer's pro¬ 
gram.

Economy darkens 
bullish COF report 

THE BULLISH CATTLE ON FEED report is not expected 
to affect near term cattle priceB, but it may improve cattle 
feeder attitudes, said Joe Kropf, an analyst with Livestock 
Business Advisory Service, Inc. 

The total number of cattle and calves on feed on Dec. 1 m 
the seven major producing BtateB totaled 7.96 million head, 
down four percent from a year earlier and down 16% from 
Dec. 1, 1978, the USDA reported. 

Even though it waB slightly bullish, soaring interest rates 
and related turmoil in the commodity futures markets may 
overshadow it's bright polnls. Analysts had anticipated a 
fundamental weakness in the market place last week but 
nothing like tho casualty list on prices. 

"The placement figures shows unwillingness to place 
cattle in the face of high feed costs and relatively hgh 
interest rates plus declining finished cattle prices, said 
Chuck Levitt, a livestock analyst with Shearson Loeb 
Rhodes, Inc. John Kleist, a livestock analyst with Bache 
Halsey Styart Shields Inc., pointed out that while the 
November marketings number is below the year-earlier 
figure, it is also below most anlysts' expectations. This 
indicates that the backup and heavyweight cattle problem 
in the Com Belt Is not entirely cleaned up, he said. 

"The marketings figure indicates that we’re not out of 
the woods and probably won’t be until next year," Klelflt 
said.

because they can’t afford to 
feed them," said Robin 
Fuller, livestock analyst for 
Dean Witter Reynolds, Inc. 

The open interesl in live 
hog futures has dropped 
31.9% since a record open 
interest level was set Dec. 1. 
"The euphoria that pre¬ 
viously inspired public 
buying has left some 
speculators holding long 
positions at substantial 
premiums to cash prices," 
Levitt said. "We are now 
seeing a flattening out of 
these futures premiums, 
with the deferred contracts 


being hit the hardest," he 
added. 

Levitt said that cash 
speculators who were heavi¬ 
ly storing bellies in October 
and November no longer 
want to finance this Btorage 
due to high interest rates 
and are putting more fresh 
product on the market. 

However, packers who 
had already hedged, locked 
in their profit margins 
regardless of the interest 
rate hikes, said John Kleist, 
livestock specialist for 
Thomas McKinnon Securi¬ 
ties, Inc. 

Although high interest 
rates are currently depress¬ 
ing cash and futures prices, 
they were not fundamental¬ 
ly related to the onset of 
these price declines, Kleist 
said.

USDA considers private lab tests 


A USDA proposal would 
allow specially accredited 
private laboratories to test 
meal and poultry samples 
for safety and wholesome¬ 
ness under its federal 
inspection program, accord¬ 
ing to CNS. 

Under the proposal, 
slaughtering firms and 
packing houses of process¬ 
ing plants under federal 
inspection could send sam¬ 
ples to a nearby accredited 
laboratory rather than to a 
USDA regional lab. Accord¬ 
ing to USDA, meat inspec¬ 
tors could get test results 
back from these local 
private labs more quickly 
than the average five days it 
takes to obtain results from 
USDA laboratories. 

Since meat producers and 
processors would pay for 
the private lab services, 
USDA would save about 
$600,000 for every 30,000 
meat samples sent to 
private labs. USDA current¬ 
ly authorizes some private 
labs to test samples for 


chemical residues and nitro- 
samines and to analyze 
processed meats to make 
sure they contain the proper 
ingredients. 

USDA has regional meat 
testing laboratories in San 
Francisco, Calif., St. Louis, 
Mo. and Athens, Ga. 

The proposal would in¬ 
crease the number of 
laboratories approved to 
perform specific types of 
tests on meat and poultry 
products. 

Under the proposal, 
USDA’s Food Safety and 
Quality Service would moni¬ 
tor the reliability of test 
results from private labs by 
running the same tests on a 
duplicate set of meat 
ssmples. 

The proposal was pub¬ 
lished in the Nov. 7 Federal 
Register. Comments should 
he sent by Jan, 6 to

Staff, Attn: Annie Johnson, 
flm. 2637-S, FSQS, USDA, 
Washington, D.C. 20260.

Noted stockman dies 


Farrington ‘‘Ferry’’ Reed 
Carpenter, veteran Here¬ 
ford breeder and livestock 
personality died Dec. 12 at 
his ranch home east of 
Hayden, Colo. 

Carpenter, 04, was bom 
Aug. 10,1888 in Evanston, 
111. and came West for the 
first time when he was 13. A 
1909 graduate of Princeton 
University, and a graduate 
of Harvard Law School, 
Carpenter homesteaded in 
Routt County, Colo., in 
1907. 

Following a successful 
law career, Carpenter 
served as Hayden’s town 
attorney, county attorney 
for Routt County, and was 
district attorney for the 14th 
Judicial District. He was 
vice-president of the Colo¬ 
rado Bar Assn. and served a 
term In the Colorado House 
of Representatives. 

Carpenter was the first 
director of the Taylor 
Grazing Act and was 
responsible for instituting 
the act. He also served ns 
director for the Colorado 
Department of Revenue. 

In 1909, Carpenter pur¬ 
chased his first registered 
Herefords and was active in
